Council tackles watchdog office, 
liquor licenses and police lawsuit

The Chicago City Council on Wednesday voted 
to create a new watchdog office despite criticism 
it won't have the power to stop the kind of abuses 
that have seen dozens of aldermen sent to prison. 
The ordinance was a response to Mayor Dal- 
ey’s proposal to expand the powers of the city’s 
inspector general, who right now only can in- 
vestigate the mayor’s administration. Aldermen 
balked at the idea of giving the mayor more con- 
trol over them, but also were worried that inac- 
tion would anger voters in next year’s elections. 
The ordinance enacted Wednesday by a 28-17 
vote creates the Office of Legislative Inspector 


General, which will be headed by a person se- 
lected by aldermen. The office will have to seek 
permission to investigate an alderman. And that 
permission only can be sought ifan accuser signs 
a sworn complaint—a long shot in the political 
atmosphere of City Hall, critics say.

In his survival, we see 
that even in this dark cloud of death, there 
is this ray of hope.”

FOR METROMIX 


At first glance, month-old Lakeview hole-in-the- 
wall Taco Fuego could be any one of the hundreds 
of taquerias found all over the city. Except for the 
fun Mexican pop music blasting on the sound 
system, the small dining room is without personal- 
ity—a cold, bare-bones space made literally colder 
by a front door that refuses to latch completely. 
But if you’re hungry, certain things about the place 
suddenly become extraordinary. 

It’s no secret that you can get a cheap meal of 
tacos just about anywhere. And at $1.95-$2.15, Taco 
Fuego’s prices aren't all that competitive. But the 
menu, posted on the wall near the rear counter 
where you place your order, covers far more than 
just tacos, including, of course, burritos. Large 


But first, get yourself some chips and salsa—not 
for the tortilla chips, necessarily, but because Taco 
Fuego makes seven salsas in house, each with vary- 
ing degrees of heat. We liked the thin avocado salsa, 
a bright, slightly tangy sauce that slowly burned to 
a medium heat. Other options include red (mild), 
tomatillo (medium), chile (hot) and fuego (ultra- 
hot), as well as mango and peanut salsas (feel free to 


Lakeview en Fuego 


The only thing on the menu that tops $10 is the 


appropriately named monster burrito, a hyperbolic 
version of the eatery’s regular burrito that weighs 
in at about 4 pounds. It’s $14.99, but since two (or 
more) people easily could share it and still have 
leftovers, it’s a great value. More modest appetites 
should be satisfied by the monster burrito’s little 
brother, the big burrito ($6.25), or even a plain 

old burrito ($4.50). You'll likely find the big bur- 
rito— stuffed with lettuce, cheese, pico de gallo, 
sour cream, a choice of meat (steak, chicken, pork, 
ground beef, chorizo, barbacoa) and Mexican rice 
and pinto beans—large enough for two, especially 
if you’re also snacking on chips and finishing with 
something sweet, like a corn flake-coated fried ice 
cream ball ($2.50). 


Not in the mood for Mexican? Though it would 


appear you’re in the wrong place, the menu has a 
few surprises there too. Try the guacamole burger 
($5.50), served on a dull sesame seed bun but piled 
high with guac to make it both extra filling and 
extra messy. We added some needed texture to ours 
with a couple of bacon strips, a 25 cent add-on, and 
had no regrets.

Eschewing tights for leather pants, Crowe 
muses on Robin Hood’s modern targets

CANNES, France Relations between England and France sure have 


improved in the past 800 years. 


Around the year 1200, as depicted in Ridley Scott and Russell 
Crowe’s “Robin Hood,” British King Richard the Lion-Heart 
lays siege to a castle in France, while the French later connive to 


wage an all-out invasion of England. 


Jump ahead to Wednesday, when the English folk hero was 
guest of honor at one of France’s top cultural events as 
“Robin Hood” opened the Cannes Film Festival. It opens 


with 12:01 a.m. Friday showings in select Chicago theaters. 


Scott, unable to attend Cannes because 
he is recovering from knee-replacement 
surgery, said in an interview before the 
festival that he thought he might like to 
introduce “Robin Hood” with a quip to 
the French crowd: “Let me apologize for 
the end of the movie, because you get your 
butts kicked.” 

Co-star Cate Blanchett—who plays Lady 
Marion opposite Crowe’s scruffy Robin 
Hood—told reporters before the premiere 
that she thought the “English come off 
worse than the French” in the film, which 
features the rumblings of rebellion against 
Richard’s successor, King John, and a 
scheme by British traitors to smooth the 
way for France’s offensive. 

Crowe joked that an action by an obscure 
Frenchman depicted in the movie likely got 
“Robin Hood” the prestigious slot at Cannes. 

“To have so much French language in this 
movie and so many diverse French charac- 
ters, and also to tell the one simple truth 
that Richard Coeur de Lion did not make 


it home to England,” 
Crowe said, not- 

ing that past “Robin 
Hood” movies tend 

to show’ Richard 
making a_ heroic “~< 
homecoming. “To tell 

the simple truth, that 

this grand English 

hero, he was snuffed out by a crossbow bolt 
shot by a French cook. I think that is an im- 
portant piece of history, and I think that’s 
probably why we’re opening the Cannes 
Film Festival.” 

The French Riviera’s 12-day film ex 
travaganza got off to a glamorous start as 
Crowe and Blanchett walked the red carpet 
Wednesday, even though “Robin Hood” is 
not being shown in competition. Fans were 
staking out a spot near the festival head- 
quarters in hope of catching a glimpse of 
the Hollywood supernovas. 

The media blitz comes at a convenient 
time for the action-packed film, which will

go head-to-head with reigning blockbuster 
“Tron Man 2” this weekend. 

While speaking at a news conference be- 
fore the premiere, Crowe turned his back to 
reporters, flipped up the back of his jacket 
and psuedo-mooned the crowd. He was jok- 
ing, he said, but he followed the act by tak- 
ing a jab at the media, saying Robin Hood 
might have a whole new agenda if he were 
around today. 

“Would he be political? Would he aim at 
certain figures and try to bring them down? 
Would his aim be economic? Would he be 
looking at Wall Street and the huge sums of 
money that people have been patting them-

selves on the back with, and the subprime 
mortgage collapse?” Crowe asked. 

“Or would he be looking at what you guys do 
for a living and realizing that the true wealth 
lies in the dissemination of information? And 
my theory would be: If Robin Hood was alive 
today, he would be looking at the monopoliza- 
tion of media as the greatest enemy.” 

After a pause, Crowe drew hearty laughs 
from reporters as he ended his remark with a 
cheery, “Bonjour.” 

Blanchett also earned some laughs when 
she teased Crowe about the lack of green 
tights in the film. She applauded the cos- 
tume designer for not outfitting Crowe 
in Robin Hood’s famous fictional get-
